President "Woodrov "Wilson, in a 


remarkable call to independent Re- 
publicans, addressed in a letter to 
Powell Evans, of the firm of Merchant 
& Evans, of Philadelphia, has given 
his warm personal endorsement to the 
candidacy of A. Mitchell Palmer for 
"United States senator. 
He also made 


a convincing appeal to those business 
men who ahhor Penroseism, but fear 
Democratic 
economic 
policies, by 


showing that the problem of business 
reconstruction through legislation, is 
now completed, and that the manu- 
facturers and business men of Penn- 
sylvania may expect lull co-operation 
on the part of the Democratic admin- 
istration and congress, in adjusting 
themselves to the new conditions and 
in correcting any injustice that ham- 
pers their activities.

"My Dear Mr. Evans: — 
"Your letter of the 9th Instant 
received, f think with you that in 
the minds ot independent Republi- 
cans the issue made of the record 
of Senator Penrose is settled. TVe 
have proven our case, and the 
independent citizen now admits 
the truth of every charge made 
against his official and political 
career.

Mtteors and Meteorites. 


A meteor is any luminous or flcry 


object that traverses space, as shooting 
•tars, falling stars, etc. 
A meteorite 


la a mass of mineral matter which 
reaches the earth from upper space. 
The fall of n meteorite is often pre- 
ceded by the flight of a fireball through 
the sky aud by an explosive sound, but 
not always, for they sometimes reach 
the earth without any previous notice. 
They have been recorded ever since 
the world began, and. of course, some 
fall •which nre never recorded. 
The 


British museum contains a collection 
of 500 meteoric stones, of which twelve 
fell within the British islands «nd the 
rest in other pnrts. Almost every mu- 
seum of any note has a collection of 
them, ranging in size from a few 
pounds to hundreds of pounds. Lieu- 
tenant Peary brought one from Green- 
land that weighed thirty-six and one- 
half tons. 
There are authentic cases 


of narrow escapes from meteorites, b"t 
only one in history of n person being 
killed, and that man was in India, in 
1827.—Philadelphia Press.
